PARIS IN THE GRIP 
OF A ‘SOU FAMINE’ 


Unprecedented Demand for Cop- 
pers Due to Trade, But At- 
tributed to Germany. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 

PARIS, Nov. 1.—The ‘sou crisis ’"— 
sou is the generic term for copper coin- 
age—has roused considerable excitement, 
and the Paris press is devoting columns 
to the subject. For the past few months 
the scarcity of small change has been 
gradually increasing, and it is now cul- 
minating in a positive famine. All the 
big shops are forced to give’ stamps in 
change, replying to the complaints: 
“You can pay with them for what you 
buy next.’’ Scuffles have occurred on 
subway trains and in street cars owing 
to the refusal of conductors to take any- 
thing but the exact fare. The railway 
stations are placarded with notices: 
“Have the exact sum ready; no change 
given.” The leading shops are forced 
to buy coppers at a premium—fines have 
been inflicted in provincial towns on 
persons attempting similar transactions 
—yet the mint authorities say that never 


age in circulation as today. 

In the popular view German machina- 
tions are the cause. The Germans need 
copper. Sous are copper. Therefore 
the Germans seize sous. That is the 
inevitable conclusion. Persons are said 
to have been arrested on the Swiss 
frontier laden with sacks of sous. 
Twenty tons of copper coins have been 
discovered, it is solemnly asserted, in 
the hold of a ship captured in the 
Mediterranean on its way‘from Barce- 
lona to a Levant port. It is even as- 
serted that organized gangs of sou- 
hunters work in the subway trains and 
street cars to collect the precious cop- 
per .for Germany—the more plausible 
suggestion that such persons are acting 
for the big stores being indignantly dis- 
missed. 

The fact remains that sous are un- 
comfortably scarce. The probable rea- 
Son is the vast extension of petty com- 
merce on the front, for which copper 
is needed in unprecedented quantities. 
With the British there are nearly 
5,000,000 soldiers, including the sub- 
sidiary services, all constantly making 


small purchases and demanding a 
plenitude of sous. The shortage thus 
created is naturally exploited by small 
speculators, who at a premium of from 
two to four cents on a dollar snatch a 
scanty living. 


TURK BATTERIES SINK 
A FRENCH SUBMARINE 


Entire Crew of the Turquoise, 
Two Officers and Twenty- 
four Men, Captured. 





| BERLIN, Noy, 1, (by. Wireless to Say- 
ville, N. Y¥.)—The French submarine 
Wurquoise hasbeen sunk by ‘Turkist 
artillery fire, according to an official 
statement issued by the Turkish War 
Office under date of Oct. 31, as given 
out by the Overseas News Agency to- 
day. Her entire crew, comprising two 
officers and twenty-four men, were 
made prisoners. 


The French submarine Turquoise was 
a craft of 386 tons displacement, 154 
feet long, and of twelve feet beam. She 
was equipped with six torpedo tubes. 
Her speed above water was twelve 
knots, while she was capable of making 
eight knots submerged. She was built 
in 1908 at Touion, 


POPE TO SCRUTINIZE 
PEACE PROPOSALS 


Will Support No Teutonic ‘Initia- 
tive Unacceptable to Allies— 
Swiss Position the Same.

ROME, Nov. 1, (Dispatch to The Lon- 
don Daily News.)—I am informed from 
a trustworthy source, which’'I am not 
allowed to divulge, that the Pope is de- 
termined not to support any initiative 
toward peace obviously inspired by the 
Austro-Germans unless previously as- 
sured the Allies are favorable to consid- 
eration of the proposals. The Pope’s de- 
cision is based on confidential informa- 
tion from neutral countries, especially 
the United States, 

Switzerland is equally determined to 
abstain from assuming the initiative in 
any peace negotiations which are doomed 
to failure and are merely intended to 
benefit the Austro-Germans. 


RUMORS OF PEACE 
GROW IN MADRID 


Hints of Germari Negotiations 
Persist Despite Official 
| Denials. 


MADRID, Nov. 1.—Premier Dato said 
today he had no official information 
concerning the report that Prince von 
Btilow, former German Chancellor, 
would come to Madrid to present to King 
Alfonso an outline of peace terms. 

‘“‘The neutral attitude of Spain pre- 
vents all discussion of the question of 


peace terms,” said the Premier. He 
added that, in his opinion, attempts to 
initiate peace negotiations at the present 
time would not be likely to succeed. 

In spite of official denials, however, of 
possibie steps in the direction of peace, 
the rumor persists in certain quarters 
in Madrid that overtures already have 
been made by the Austrian and Ger- 
man Governments with the view of 
opening peace negotiations. 

In these quarters it is insisted that 
because of the possibility of the fail- 
ure of such negotiations, the Spanish 
Government and certain official per- 
sonages in Madrid have mutually 
agreed to deny that there is any founda- 
tion for the rumors. 


BERLIN, Nov. 1, (By Wireless to 
Tuckerton.)—A dispatch under a Vienna 
date, given out today by the Overseas 
News Agency, says: 

‘* Competent authorities deny as ab- 
solutely mendacious rumors_ spread 
abroad to the effect that Austria- 
Hungary is ready to make territorial 
ne to Italy, to take effect now 
or later.”

VILLA'S GUNS OPEN 
ON AGUA PRIETA 


American Seriously Wounded as 
Machine-Gun Bullets Hail 
on the Arizona Side. 


OUR TROOPS UNDER FIRE 


Soldiers at the Army Camp 
Near Douglas Take to Their 
Trenches for Shelter. 


FEW MEXICANS ARE KILLED 


Fighting at Close Quarters Expect- 
ed Today, After Shells Have 
Wrecked Wire Entanglements. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., Nov. 1.--General 
Villa delivered his long-expected attack 
on the Carranza garrison of Agua Prieta 
this afternoon. and within two hours 

” 

after the first gun was fired, machine 
gun bullets and shell fragments -show- 
ered over American territory, seriously 
wounding Louis F. Taylor, a restaurant 
waiter, and endangering scores of Amer- 
ican soldiers in trenches south of the 
United States Army camp two miles 
east of Douglas. 

Taylor was shot down at 3:40 P. M. 
in front of the United States Custom 
House, where at least thirty machine 
gun bullets whistled among a throng of 
soldiers and Mexican women and chil- 
dren whe were coming across the line. 
The bullet struck him in the middle of 
the back as he turned to run to cover, 
and his spine was injured, paralysis re- 
sulting. 

Five minutes later a score or more 
bullets flew by American soldiers. They 
took cover in their trenches, taking wo- 
men and children with them. . 

General Davis's Warning Heeded. 

General Thomas F. Davis, command- 
ing the 6,000 American troops on duty 
at the border, promptly warned the 
commanders of both Mexican factions 
to change the direction of their fire, 
and citizens on the American side were 
not endangered thereafter. 

. On the Mexican side losses could not 
be definitely ascertained up to. night- 
fall, which brought a lull in the combat; 
but Villa artillery, firing successive sal- 
vos, played on the Carranzista defenses 
withthe apparent intention of-shatter- 
ing the barbed -wire éntanglements ‘and 


destroying the. trenchés preparetory to 


a rush on the garrison of General Galles, 
’. Three houses on the west side of Agua 
Prieta were destroyed by shells, and, 
according to Carranza reports, one man 
was killed and eight other persons 
wounded, including one woman. 

One of Villa’s wounded was brought to 
Douglas for treatment. Two others were 
seen to fall when a shrapnel shell burst 
over them. A shell burst on one of his 
field pieces, pitting the gun out of ac- 
tion. ‘ 

Assault Expected on Tuesday. 


Late today the Villa line was a mile 
from the Agua Prieta trenches. It is 
believed tonight that it is moving up 
with cannon and infantry for a rush 
on the town at daybreak tomorrow. 

What appeared to be a general ad- 
vance began at 6:30 o’clock tonight, 
when the Villa, forces opened a heavy 
fire from all sides of the tav7n. The 
firing, however, ceased when the Villa 
troops had reached the wire entangle- 
ments on the east side of Agua Prieta 
and had begun to dig themselves in. 

Meanwhile the Carranza garrison was 
sweeping all approaches with rifle and 
machine-gun volleys, guided by search- 
lights. Although it is believed the vol- 
leys went over the heads of the Villa 
forces, cheers rang out in the Carranza 
trenches as every volley was fired. 

General Calles began exploding mines 
to the eastward of the town at 8 o’clock 
tonight. 

Artillery exchanges were resumed at 
9 o’clock, but no shells are known to 
have fallen on American soil since the 
afternoon fighting. 

General Calles reports his. losses as 
eight killed and twenty-four wounded, 
and says that 200 Villistas fell. 

American border guards reported that 
a party of Villa troops caught on the 
American side had been disarmed. This 
was not confirmed at brigade head- 
quarters. A heavy provost guard, how- 
ever, was closely watching a large num- 
ber of Mexicans on the American side. 


-|Hundreds of women and children refu- 


gees from Agua Prieta are suffering 
here from hunger and cold tonight, for 
provisions promised by Calles have not 
yet arrived. 

Villa himself, with four officers, came 
te the American Ine early in the day to 
get the bearings of the boundary. 

‘“‘Do you expect to take Agua Prieta 
today?’’ a United States Army staff 
officer asked. 

“Sure, Mike,” replied Villa, grinning 
broadly. 

In Spanish Villa inquired whether the 
United States intended to help General 
Calles’s garrison at Agua jieta, in 
view of the fact that: tne American Gov- 
ernment had recognized Carranza, and 
agsisted reinforcements in reaching Gen-. 
eral Calles. He was assured that the 
American forces in the trenches facing 
the prospective Mexican battlefield would 
treat both sides alike. ‘There must be 
no firing across the line, he was told. 
Villa said he did not intend firing across 
the line. For this reason he wanted to 
get his bearings on the boundary, 

Villa’s main body started from Gal- 
lardo Pass, twelve miles east, before 
daylight. In a line several miles: long 
they preceded, foot, norse, and artillery, 
toward the Mexican town, with the ad- 
vance’ and flank guards that had de- 
ployed in a wide semi-circle from the 
east to the south of Agua Prieta draw- 
ing closer into the main body. 

Villa’s troops had reached a point on 
the west side of Agua Prieta at noon, 
thus completeiy encircling the town, 
and a demand was reported to have 
been made on General Calles to sur- 
render. 

The First Gun Fired. 

At 1:37 P. M. the battle began. The 
guns of the. garrison of Agua Pricta 
opened on the rapidly advancing Villa 
forces near the Slaughter ranch house.

Teutons Plan to Attack the Suez Canal; 
Land Along Waterway Flooded by British 





ROMB, Nov. 1, (via Paris.)—The 
Austro-Germans are preparing a new of- 
fensive against the Suez. Canal, accord- 
ing to an Athens dispatch to the Tri- 
buna. ; 

The paper adds that the British have 
made gigantic preparations to meet such 
an eventuality. Among other things 
they have flooded the land along the 
canal, leaving the fortifications just 
standing out of the water, the defenders 
being supplied with provisions by gun- 
boats. 


Anglo-Egyptian aeroplanes flying over 
the desert east of the Suez Canal re- 


ported on Dec. 81, 1914, that Turks, 
commanded by German officers, were 
advancing in three columns, but it was 
@ month ‘before ‘they attempted to at- 
tack the. defenses’ of the canal in force. 

They. finally, on . Feb, -2-3, 1915, 
launched two or three attacks—or two 
and a counterattack—on the canal near 
Toussourn and attempted to cross the 
waterway on pontoons and rafts. The 
approaches were defended by New Zea- 
land, Australian, and British Territorial 
contingents; the craft were sunk, and 
their living freight were either shot, 
drowned, or captured. .

_ AS A KRUPP SHIP 


Under Dutch Flag, but Actually 
Owned by German Gunmak- 
ers, British Informed.

HOCKING OWNERS PROTEST 


Complaint to State . Department 
Must. Await Official Determi- 
nation of Facts of Seizure. 


It was learned yesterday on good au- 
thcrity that the British Government has 
information that while the steamer 
Hamborn, seized by a British cruiser 
and sent into Halifax last Sunday with 
a prize crew aboard, is undeyDutch reg- 
istry and is postec at Lloyd’s as one of 
a small fleet of freighters belonging to 
the Vulcan Transportation Company of 
Rotterdam, she is owned by the Krupp 
Company, the great gun-making concern 
of Germany. This information, it is 
supposed, was acquired only recently 
by the British, for the Hamborn has 
been trading between New York and the 
West Indies for nearly a year, and has 
been’ almost constantly exposed to 
seizure. 

The vessel was chartered by the West 
India Steamship Company of the Pro- 
duce Exchange, but that concern gave 
her up in July—on account of the high 
insurance rates, it was stated at the 
time. She was then chartered by the 
Munson Steamship Company of 27 Will- 
iam Street. Under this charter she had 
about one more voyage to make to 
Cabairien and back. 

H. Clarkson & Co. of Leadenhill 
Street; London, acted as agents for the 
Vulcan Company of Rotterdam, while 
Bowring &-Co. of 17 Battery Place were 
the brokers in New York who char-

asked if the -Hamborn was still owned 
by the Vulcan’ Transportation Com- 
pany. , 

cos far as we know,” he replied, 
‘‘there has been no change in owner- 
ship, but in these days, when a vessel 
may change hands and flags in twenty- 
four hours, one never knows what may 
happen. 

It was said in shipping circles that the 
Vulcan Company was not a lafge con- 
cern, and owned only about four fréight 
steamers, all of the type of the Ham- 
born. While none of the members of 
the New York Maritime Exchange was 
able to confirm the statement that the 
steamer was controlled by German 1n- 
terests, all expressed the conviction that 
the British Admiralty would not seize 
her without good reason. It was said 
to be certain that the seizure was not 
made on account of the nature of her 
cargo, which was the usual mixed 
freight sent by merchants in New York 
to Cuban ports. 

Protest Left to Shippers. 

Alfred H. Brummell, Vice President of 
the Munson Line, said his company, so 
far, had not made any protest to the 
State Department with regard to the 
seizure, as the Munson Line did not own 
the vessel. She had been taken on time’ 
charter through Bowring & Co., and the 
charter had nearly two months more 
to run. She sailed from New York on 
Oct. 26 with a general cargo for Ca- 
bairien and other Cuban ports, and that 
was all the line knew of her movements 
until the news came that the steamer 
had been captured and taken into Hali- 
fax. Mr. Brummell said he thought a 
protest would be made by the shippers, 
who numbered about 400. 

This, according to steamship agents in 
New York, is the first seizure of a ves- 
sel under the British Order in Council 
as amended Oct. 23 last, which holds 
that the actual ownership, and not the 
flag registration, shall determiné a 
ship’s nationality. As the Hamborn was 
under a legitimate charter, trading be- 
tween neutral countries, with bona fide 
neutral cargo, it is believed that the 
freight will not be forfeited. The Ham- 
born was not named in the list of forty- 
seven vessels blacklisted by the British 
Admiralty on Oct. 23. 

The capture of the steamer Hocking, 
which was on her way from New York 
to Norfolk in ballast to load coal for 
Buenos Aires under charter to William 
R. Grace & Sons, did not cause any sur- 
prise here, as she was on the British pro- 
scribed list. Richard Wagner, President 
of the American Transatlantic Company 
of.17 Battery Place, owner of the Hock- 
ing, said that the Admiralty, in its 
warning to British shippers, had an- 
nounced that vessels under .a neutral 
flag, trading to: the Allies or to unsus- 
pected neutral countries, and carrying 
neutral cargoes, would not be liable to 
seizure, and he-could not understand on 
what ground the Hocking had been taken 
into Halifax. He said he had sent this 
telegram to Secretary of State Lansing 
at Washington:

‘* Just advised our steamer Hocking, in 
ballast to Norfolk to load coal for Ar- 
gentina, and under charter to W. R. 
Grace & Co., ‘was captured by British 
cruiser and is now at Halifax.

“‘and the next thing we heard through 
the newspapers that she was at Hali- 
fax. I have sent a telegram to Cap- 
tain S. Faber of the Hocking asking 
him to give me the particulars of the

REFUSED WHITLOCK’S PLEA 


German Paper Prints a Report to

ROTTERDAM, Nov. 1, (Dispatch to 
The. London Daily News.)—I learn that 
General von Sauberzweig, Military Gov- 
ernor of Brussels,’ who is generally be- 
lieved to be responsible for the refusal to 
grant American Minister Whitlock’s re- 
quest for the postponement of the execu- 
tion of. Miss Edith Cavell, has been re- 
mgved, and that a:new Military Governor 
has been appointed. 

His reported remark that even the Kai- 
ser could not intervene, coupled with the 
worldwide outtry against the execution, 
has had its effect, and von Sauberzweig, 
whose advent coincided with the opening 
of the reign of terror, has, to the joy of 
the Bruxellois, been removed. 

Nevertheless, sentences and executions 
for war treasons and espionage continue.

Ghislain; Mrs. Willock of Mons and her 
son, Adolphe. Willock, printer; Charles 
Gilson, builder, of Brussels; Louis Stie- 
venart, railway employe, of Mons; Sis- 
ter Maria Xaveria (Eulalie Frank) of 
Brussels, and Tack, a fencing master, 
of Brussels. All these were accused of 
betraying military secrets. - 

Baeckelmans and Thiry, it was stated, 
confessed their’ guilt. The former was 
accused of having been employed by 
one Ticheln, the -head of a Belgian or- 
ganization of spies in Holland, and as- 
signed to ‘the railway zone between 
Charleroi, Mons, ‘Valenciennes, ana 
Maubeuge. He was also commissioned 
to obtain information in Brussels. He 
was convicted of semfing no fewer than 
eight reports concerning movements of 
German troops to Flushing, Holland. 
Thiry was accused of having given 
Backelmans information on two occa- 
sions about transportation of German 
troops in spite of the fact that he had 
been retained In his police position by 
the German Government of Belgium 
after he had solemnly sworn not to 
work against it. Mrs. Willock and her 
son, us well as Stievenart, were ac- 
cused of giving information abott 
movements of German‘ troops by rail, 
and Frank was said to have supplied 
valuable information concerning the 
German garrison of Lille. 

These six, continues the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, had incurred the death penalty. 
by acting as spies in time of war. The 
court found there were no extenuating 
.circumstances in tng cases of Baeckel- 
mans, Frank, and iry, since they were 
sufficiently well educated to know the 
penalty for their acts, and they were 
therefore sentenced to death. As Mrs. 
Willock, her son, and Stievenart had re- 
ceived a lesser degree of education, they 
escaped with sentences of ten to fifteen 
years’ imprisonment. 

‘‘That the German tribunals punish 
only clearly proved punishable acts is 
also ‘shown by the recent action of the 
military court of the Province of Hen- 
negau. There Pastor Renard of Moul- 
baix and Mariette Toussaint of Beloeil, 
a servant girl, were accused of helping 
men liable to military service over the 
border. In A en of all the evidence of 
their guilt, the court acquitted them.”

CRUQIAL TEST FOR PREMIER 


But Attacks on the Government 
Flag as Success of Recruit- 
ing Plan Raises Hopes. 


LONDON, Tuesday, Nov: 2—A nota- 
ble decrease has taken place in political 
discussion and attacks on the Govern- 
ment _in the past few days, and with 
this has come a marked growth of opti- 
mism as to the success of Lord Derby’s 
recruiting plan. 

Premier Asquith’s speech in the House 
of Commons today, unless expectations 
are disappointed, will be one of the 
most important events relating to Great 
Britain’s conduct of the war. Some 
newspapers gO so far as to say that the

The Prime Minister is master of the 
art, when he so desires, of putting into 
firm and inspiring words a statement 
of the Gevernment’s principles and poli- 
cies which contains a minimum of spe- 
cific information. What his critics and 
some of nis friends are now asking is 
more definite details of the Govern- 
ment’s plans and freedom to discuss 
these in Parliament.’ ‘ 

The House of Lords has been of late 
the scene of freer discussion of the 
events and polices of the war than the 
House of Commons. The Marquis of 
Lansdowne’s speech on the Balkan situ- 
ation was far more illuminating than 
Sir Edward Grey’s brief and formal 
statement, which, in reality, told the 
members of the House of Commons 
nothing which the country had not al- 
ready learned from the newspapers. 
Other members of the House of Lords 
debated the situation without hesita- 
tion, while the members of the lower 
house were asked in the nation’s interest 
to refrain from debate.

The same papers say that an an- 
nouncement may be made of an inner 
War Council of the Cabinet with greater 
powers than the War Committee has 
exercised.

From Uskub southward the Bulgarians 
have been checked, as the Serbians in 
that territory have been reinforced by - 
the French and British with modern 
guns and with gunners who gained valu- 
able experience in France and Galli- 
poli. The British expeditionary force 
received its baptism of fire on the 
Gievgell-Doiran front, where, according 
to a Times dispatch from Athens, it took 
part in the recent fighting. 

An attempt made on Saturday by the 
Bulgarians with the aid of artillery to 
dislodge’ French troops from their north- 
ernmost position in Serbia met with 
failure, according to a delayed dispatch 
from Saloniki.. A few advance posts 
scouting in the direction of Veles re- 
tired before a Bulgarian attack to their 
base at Krivolak, where a division of 
French troops was strongly intrenched. 
The Bulgars then attacked this position 
three times. They were caught in a 
crossfire of the French artillery and 
stopped, when -they were met by a 
fusillade of the infantry.

Capture of Kraguyevac Had Been 
Foreseen by General Staff. 


ONDON, Tuesday, Nov. 2.—The mili- 
t experts in the London morning 
papers say that the fall of Kraguyevac, 
the Serbian arsinal, was not entirely 
unexpected by the Serbian Genera] Staff 
and that suitable measures presumably 
were taken to substitute another local-. 
ity for the manufacture of munitions of 
war. » They say, also, that the indica- 
tions are that a channel os supply to the 
retreating Serbian troops has been 
opened through Montenegro. 

The Daily Telegraph’s military corre- 
spondent asserts that there is little to 
fear from the menace to the rear of 
the Serbians, as tne mountainous nature 
of the country offers opportunities for 
elusive tactics and skillful manoeuvres, 
in which the Serbans are well versed, 
while the consumption of ammunition 
in the mountain warfare is much less 
than in fighting on the plains. 

Thus, he says, the Serbians will be 
enabled to conserve their supplies of 
both men and bullets, and that, more- 
over, the campaign from now on will 
offer the German massed artillery for- 
mations and heavy guns few oportuni- 
ties to make themselves felt. 


ROME, Oct. 31, (via Paris Nov. 1.)—

KRAGUYEVAC MAIN ARSENAL. 


Captured City Once the Abode of 
Serbia’s Princes. 


' Kraguyevac, Serbia’s chief arsenal, 
which the German invaders from Gornyi 
Milanovac have captured, is a highway 
junction off the Belgrade-Nish-Saloniki 
Railway, about one-third the distance 
from Belgrade to Nish. Trunk high- 
ways run via Obernovac to Belgrade, via 
Murgach to Kraguyevac and to Valjevo, 
to the confluence of the Drina with the 
Save opposite Tznabara, and via Lech- 
nica and Loznica to, the upper Drina 
opposite the Bosnian fortress of Zvornik. 

It was in this region that the most 
dramatic episcde of the invasion of 1914 
occurred. ere the Austrian centre out- 
numbered the Serbians six to one, when 
on the 5th of Lecember the aged King 
Peter arrived mounted on a charger. 
He was accompanied by his two sons, 
Princes Alexander andi George. He is 
reported to have addressed s troops 


with: 

‘* Heroic. soldiers, your old King has 
come to die with you. But before we 
die let me see what we can do to the 
enemy.”

SCENES IN BELGRADE RUINS. 


Of Population Only Old Women 
and Little Children Left In City.

BUDAPEST, Nov. 1, (Dispatch to The 
London Morning Post.)—A description 
of the City of Belgrade is given in an 
article by Margarete Vesnei, a Hun- 
garian correspondent. According to this 
account, the shops are all guarded by 
sentries to prevent looting, and two 
sentries are stationed before the King's 
Palace, where the staff officers are 
billeted. The small palace of the Crown 
Prince, the stairs of which have been 
blown away by a shell, is also occupied 
by five officers, judging from a chalk 
inscription on.the wall. 

The Russian Legation is in the heart 
of the ruins. The Ministry of Forcign 
Affairs, as well as the Austrian and 
German Legations, are untouched. Oniy 
the window panes were smashed by the 
torce of explosions. 

“An endless row of supply wagons,”’ 
continues the article, ‘‘is proceeding 
through the city eastward, another row 
is moving in the opposite direction, and 
amid the traffic small groups of Ser- 
bian prisoners are being escorted, There 
are among these numerous soldiers who 
were cut off from their comrades and 
were found hiding among the ruins and 
trenches, waiting for an opportunity to 
rejoin them. One of them was discov- 
ered on oo almost buried in 
earth, but supplied with foodstuffs for 
fourteen days,

shal Sir John French to Earl Kitchener,

The dispatch is mainly a technical 
military review of the inception, carry- 
ingout and aftermath of the fightiug 
around La Bassée, Loos, and Hulluch 
It brings to the British public for the 
first time a full realization of the inten- 
sity of the German counterattacks, 
which, General French says, were al- 
most continuous from the day of the 
big British attack up to and including 


ct. 8. 

Then, the Field Marshal writes, the 
Germans delivered an attack, with some 
twenty-eight battalions in the front line 
and larger forces in support, after a 
very heavy bombardment on all parts of 
the German front. He goes on: . 

“At all points of the i.ne except two

Why, for instance, 
were the troops of the Fifteenth Divis- 
ion, who captured Hill 70, and got as far 
as Cité St. Auguste, a mile beyond it, 
left so long without supports that six 
and a half hours after they started out 
the German reinforcements, which had 
been collected in that interva., were 
able to drive them, still unsupported, 
back over behind that hill, a loss of 
nearly two miles? Why were the troops 
of the Seventh Division, who got as far 
as the village of Haisnes, left unsup- 
ported apparently for over twenty-four 
aours and so driven back to the quar- 
ries, aiso a loss of nearly two miles?

SEND FOOD TO GERMANY. 


English Relatives Piece Qut Rations 
of War Captives. 


LONDON, Nov. 1.—Trevelers arriving 
from Scandinavia say reports are cur- 
rent there that the British Government 
is now supplying food to British prison- 
ers in Germany. In official circles here 
it is denied that any such step has been 
taken by the Government. It is known, 
however, that relatives and friends of 
the prisoners are sending by parcel post 
enormous quantities of food, especially 
bread, as the prisoners complain that 
they are unable to eat the German war 
bread. 

The report aroused interest in official 
circles, where the opinion was expressed 
that Germany might be making over- 
tures through the United States for some 
such arrangemient. The belief is grow- 
irig here that the shortage of food in 
Germany is becoming serious. 

A committee of the German Socialist 
Party has issued a statement contend- 
ing that the new regulations concerning 
foodstuffs are insufficient, and demand- 
ing new rules, accord ng’ to a Central 
News dispatch from Amsterdam. The 
Socialist Party and a committee repre- 
senting trades unions have petitioned 
the Chancellor to supply soldiers’ fami- 
lies with potatoes and coal m No- 
vember until March at the expense of 
the empire.

LONDON, Nov. 1.—The battle for the 
Butte de Tahure, in Champagne, which 
the Germans recaptured from the 
French, ‘ia still in progress, but there 
has been no material change in the rél- 
ative positions of the combatants. 

The French troops have taken 100 
more prisoners in that area. The furi- 
ous German bombardment of the 
French front is still going on, and Ber- 
lin states that the total number of pris-

What the attacks on the wesgern 
front have cost in men is shown by a 
report from Field Marshal Sir John 
French, whe states that, the published 
lists of the German casualties disclcse 
that seven German battalions which 
took part in the Loos fighting (presum- 
ably a German counterattack) lost 80 
per cent. of their strength.

PROFESSORS TORTURED. 


Turks Afterward Put Educators of 
American College to Death, 


Special to The New York Times, 

BOSTON, Nov. 1.—Four professors of 
the Euphrates American College, founded 
by American missionaries at Harput, 
Armenia, were tortured by the Turks 
before being put to death, according to 
a letter made public here today by the 
Rey. Robert K. Smith of Weatfield. 

The hair and mustache of Professor 
Tenekejian, who had taught mathe- 
matics for twenty-five years, were 
pulled out by the roots. The nails of 
another were pulled out .with pincers. 
Seven-eighths of the students were de- 
ported, killed, or exiled, and the young 
girls were carried away- to harems. 

The letter was written by an Ameri- 
can connected with the college, Mr. 
Smith said, and was addressed to Bishop 
vasparian of Boston. It is dated July 
19, 1915. The name of the writer is 
withheld for fear that he might be 
killed by the Turks. 

Fourteen professors were engaged in 
instructing 150 Armenian students, 
two-thirds of them g:rts, when the war 
began. The Turkish authorities took 
over seven of the eight buildings of 
the school. ‘“ Seven native professors, 
educated in America, were taken from 
the colleze,” the writer said. ‘ Four 
were killed; three are atill living. ‘ 

‘* Proiessor Soghigian, head master of 
the college for fifteen years, was taken 
privcnee May 1, but, having become ill, 
@ escaped torture. He was sent to a 
Turkish hospital, where later. he bribed 
Turkish officers, and escaped. He is 
now believed to be in hiding. 

“Professor Lulejian, biologist, said to 
be a graduate of-Cornell and Yale, was 
taken June 5. The soles of his feet 
were beaten with a club. shaped like a 
baseball bat, several hundred blows on 
each foot. His feet were so swollen 
and mashed that he lost consciouness.

Supplied Explosives to Fay 
Through Dr. Kienzle.

University-Gred Engineer Worked 
as Day Laborer in Region of ~ 
Big Munition Plants, 


A ‘sixth arrest was made yesterday in 
the alleged plot to blow up munition 
ships leaving American ports when En- 
‘gelbert Bronkhurst, who has been living 
and working at Dr. Benedict Lust’s 
Naturopath Sanitarium at Butler, N. 
J., was taken into custody by Chief 
William J. Flynn of the United States 
Secret Service. Bronkhurst, it is said, 
was the man who provided the dyna- 
mite with which ‘ Lieutenant’’ Robert 
Fay, or H. 4. Kearling, reputed to be 
the leader of the plot, was going to use 
in his work. 

Bronkhurst was brought to town. on 
Saturday evening by a Secret Service 
agent, and from then until-3 o’clock 
Sunday morning. he was questioned by 
Chief Flynn and his assistants. At the 
close of the examination he was allowed 
to return to Butler, but yesterday morn- 
ing early he was brought to town again 
and subjected to a second examination 
by Chief Flynn, District Attorney H. 
Snowden Marshall, and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Jolin C. Knox. 

This inquisition ended at noon, when 
Chief Flynn formally arrested Bronk- 
hurst. He was taken before United 
States Commissioner Clarence S. Hough- 
ton and arraigned on the same charge 
as the other five. After the charge had 
been read, Commissioner Houghton told 
Bronkhurst that he was entitled to a 
hearing, and Bronkhurst waived his 
right, saying that he was willing to be 
held for Grand Jury action. 


Brighter Than He Looked. 


Commissioner Houghton explained all 
details carefully, as Bronkhurst’s ap- 
pearance was that of a man of no large 
information, and it was feared that he 
might not understand the legal formali- 
ties. But in perfect English the pris- 
oner explained that he understood what 
he was doing and said he preferred to 
await the action of the Grand Jury. 
Commissioner Houghton then asked him 
if he had counsel, and Bronkhurst said 
that he had not. 

‘“‘If you have no money,’’ said’: Com- 
missioner Houghton, ‘‘ I can appoint any 
lawyer you may wish to defend you.’’ 

‘TI prefer to conduct my own defense,”’ 
said Bronkhurst. ‘I have a slight jur- 
istical Knowledge, and I have an in- 
superable aversion to any lawyer. I 
bélieve that the profession is an unclean 
one. had the misfortune to have 
some slight legal training in my youth, 
and I shell defend myself.’’ , 

Thereupon, after bail had been fixed, 
as in the other cases, at $25,000, Bronk- 
hurst was taken to the Tombs, where 
he refused to make any statement. - 

Bronkhurst, it is understood, will tes- 
tify for the Government when the cases 
come to trial. He was reluctant, it is 
said, to give information to the Secret 
Service officials. 

According to Government officials, 
Bronkhurst, who was employed in buiid- 
ing a road to the Lust sanitarium, met 
Dr. Herbert Kienzle, another of the de- 
fendants, who stayed at the sanitarium 
for several weeks this Summer. In 
building the road Bronkhurst had legiti- 
mate use for a good deal of dynamite, 
and Dr. Kienzle arranged with him to 
supply Fay with some of the explo- 
sives he would need for his mines. The 
arrangement was made while Dr. Kien- 
zle was at the sanitarium, and Dr. 
Kienzle then went back to town. 


Secret Cigarette Signal. 


Fay was told that when he wanted 
dynamite he was to notify Kienzle ahead 
of time, and then on an appointed day 
was to go to Butler on the Erie and 
get off the train with an unlighted cig- 
arette in his mouth. On the station 
platform he would meet a man with a 
lighted cigarette, who would approach 
him and ask why Fay’s cigarette was 
not lighted. This would identify Bronk- 
hurst, who then would make arrange- 
ments for ‘the transfer of the dynamite. 
This was carried out, according to the 
officials, and much of Fay’s dynamite 
came directly from Bronkhurst. 

The Secret Service officials say that 
Bronkhurst, who is about 5U years old, 
was born in*Hanover, received a uni- 
versity education, served his time in the 
German Army, and then took up engi- 
neering and went to South Africa, where 
he worked in the diamond -<fields for 
some time. Later, it is said, he worked 
in the three Americas, and indeed in 
practically every part of the world 
where mining is carried on. That he is 
a highly educated man is vouched for 
by the officials and corroborated by his 
language and bearing, though not by his 
personal appearance. 

But this highly trained, widely trav- 
eled, and experienced mining engineer, 
a man of the world, worked at the Lust 
Sanitarium in a capacity which was de- 
scribed iast night at the sanitarium 
office as that of ‘‘an ordinary work- 
man around the place.’’ Bronkhurst 
was employed three or four months ago 
by Dr. Lust, who is now in California, 
and no one at the sanitarium last-night 
knew anything about his antecedents 
or the circurnistances under which he 
was employed. He has lived at the san- 
itarium alone, and, so far as known by 
persons at the jnstitution, he has no

FOR FOOD IN GERMANY 


Dutch Socialist Describes Suffer- 
ing of the Poor—Cost of 
Living Up 64 Per Cent.

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 1, (Dispatch to 
The London Morning Post:)—The vari- 
ous messages received recently regard- 
ing the distress in Germany owing .to 
the scarcity of food are borné out by 
Mme. Roland Holst, a Dutch Socialist, 
who hag declared publicly that the ex- 
tent of the need of the poorer classes 
in Germany was terrible. . 

Mme. Holst says that. food riots are 
almost daily occurrences.. Some have 
occurred in Berlin, especially, in the 
suburbs where women wait. for hours 
and sometimes all night in front of 
shops where fat is sold, ane yet thou- 
sands have*to go home without: being 
able to make any purchases. Very soon 
after the shops open the “stocks. are ex- 
hausted. Then frequently ‘the women 
smash the doors and windows, and 
frcm time to time some or them are 
arrested. ~ 


. Significant figures bearing on the 
higher cost of living in: Germany due 
to the war are given in an article in the 
Berliner Tageblatt of Oct. 6.by Dr..Carl 
von Tyszka, who hag been. making a 
study of special war conditions: 

most serious development, he thinks, is 
the rise in the price of pork, the chief 
meat diet of the poorer classes. 

An avérage German faniily of the mid- 
dle class, which used to pay 18 marks 10 
pfennigs ($4.52) a mon for its meat, 
a consisting of - pork, must now 
pay 31 marks 95 pfennigs. . Among other 
monthly ‘disbursements for foodstuffs, 
re ee cites the following increases 
n price:

“For the same articles,’’ he continues,

the war. 

‘‘And the increase in prices. has by 
no means reached its limit.-- Most seri- 
ous of all is the large increase in the 
price of fuel and lighting materials, 
which will make itself especially felt 
next Winter. Last November 
briketts (heating fuel) cost between 95 
pfennigs and 1 mark 15 pfennigs. Now 
the price is from 1 mark 20.to 1 mark 
45, and we must, unfortunately, expect 
a further increase.’’ x 

As to the scarcity of meat.‘ahd bread 
now making itself felt in Germany, Dr. 
Tyszka combats the theory that it af- 
fects mostly people of means who have 
been consuming too muth méat. 

‘“‘For a few hundred thousand over- 
fed people a decreasé in the consump- 
tion of meat and bread may be. benefi- 
cial,”” he says, ‘‘ but the great mass 
of the German people, even in peace 
times, has not eaten too much, but rath- 
er too little meat. A further decrease 
in consumption of this. most valuable 
means of nutrition ‘may in the long run 
have a harmful influerice’ on- the 
strength of the nation.’’

Germans Killed the Sailors of 
the Submarine E-13 “Like 
Rats,”’ Says W. W. Nutting. 


DANES GREATLY EXCITED 


But’ Realize That to Enter the War 
Against Germany Would Be an 
Act of National Suicide.

William Washburn Nutting, editor of 
Motor ‘Boat, who. has just. returned 
from a four menths’ trip ‘through the 
Scandinavian countries and. Germany, 
brought back a description of the shoot- 
ing of fourteen British sailors, members 
of the crew of the*English submarine 
E-18, whéW they were fired upon by a 
German -gunboat in neutral waters off 
the Danish coast, on the morning of 
last Aug. 19. This incident of the war 
and the indignation aroused by it in 
Scandinavia were’ reported by cable at 
that time. 

“T left Malmé, Sweden,” said Mr. 
Nutting, ‘‘on the ferry to Copenhagen, 
on the 20th. Reports were prevalent in 
Malmé that the German fleet ot de- 
stroyers and gunboats, which tad been 
patrolling the waters of the Baltic for 
many months, had fired upon a body 
of English sailors. It was said that 


the crew of a submarine nad been pot- 
ted in the water as they were swim- 
ming away from their boat,- and that 
there was a possibility of complications 
in the rélations of the northern coun- 
tries and..their great neighbor to the 
south ~ : 


** As we passed by the Island of Sal- 
tholm, a long stretch of low-lying land 
on the horizon, about ten miles outside 
the entrance to the harbor of Copen- 
nagen, we could see two or three of the 
heavy lighters with their squat hulls 
which are familiar sights in the North 
Sea arfd the Baltic, grouped about a 
mere’ speck in the distance. 

‘he ferry passed nearer to the shore, 
and it was possible to, make out the 
framework. of the conning tower of 
the submarine. From the distance at 
which we passed, the Germans seemed 
to have caused very little damage to 
the body of the boat. 

‘In Copenhagen, which is a_hot- 
bed. of pro-Ally sentiment, I found the 
people roused to white heat, not alone 
against the Germans for having vio- 
lated their neutrality (for the frequent 
loss of Danish ships in the nearby 
waters had rather dulled the ardor of 
the people in protesting against‘ such 
accidents,) but against the Germans 
for having committed so ‘ unsporting’ 
an act as to iave fired upon men when 


“The next day the E-13 was brought 
in on floats to be patched up at the 
Navy Yard.

* According to the,reports which I 
heard that day, the E-13 had been one 
of a flotilla of English submarines 
which got past the German patrols at 
the entrance of the Baltic.

TO ENLARGE STEEL PLANT. 


Illinois Company Will Spend $5,- 
000,000 on Chicago Works.

CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—Five million dol- 
lars will be expended during the next 
six months in making the plant of the 
Illinois Steel Company, at South Chica- 
go, the largest open-hearth mill in the 
country for the manufacture of steel 
rails. Rail mill No. 1, which was the 
largest Bessemer steel plant in the 
country, will be converted into an orn: 
hearth plant, and its caneey will be 
nearly doubled. Rail mill No. 2, con- 
structed to increase the output of 
Bessemer rails, also will be converted 
to an open-hearth system. 

It is estimated that the increase in 
production in’ rails, ‘when the improve- 
ments are completed, will be about 500,- 
000 tons per annum. ~- 

The change will mean the employment 
of thousands of additional men.

SUFFRAGE PROVOKES 


~ ARITHMETICAL ROW| 


Opponents Deny the Assertion 
That a Million Women in the 
State Want to Vote. 


ACTUAL FIGURES IN DOUBT 


Enrollment of 380,000 ts Claimed 
by Advocates-——Figures on 
Canvass Not Ready. 


Foes of equal suffrage yesterday made 
a final and determined attack on the 
statement that 1,000,000 women in this 
State want the vote. The New York 
State Association Opposed to Woman 
Suffrage cited statistics to show that 
really only 10 per cent. of the women 
of this Commonwealth cared for the 
ballot. The Empire State Campaign 
Committee, a coalition of. pro-suffrage 
organizations, stuck to its guns. 

Suffragist and anti-suffragist agree on 
the census of 1910, which showed there 
were 2,757,521 women 21 years old or 
more in the State. The Women's Polit- 
ical Union estimates that of thege 1,200,- 
000 are native born white an 489,000 
are foreign born white. 

The actual enrollment of suffragists, 
it was stated at the headquarters of the 
Bmpire State Campaign Committee, is 

,000. The mill on includes those ‘‘ en- 
rolled, polled, and canvassed as wanting | 
to vote.’’ The Woman Suffrage Party 
claims a membership of ,000, and 
there are various affiliated organiza- 
tions whose membership it would be dif- 
ficult to determine. e Women’s Po- 
litical Un.on has 25,000 paying members | 
of whom 3, ate men. The New York 
State Association Opposed to Woman 
Suffrage gives its strength as 40,000. 

The number of women 21 years old or 
more in this State in 1915 is estimated 
at 8,000,000 or more. The rcentage 
of those who want suffrage depends on 
whether one takes as a standard actual 
enrollment or the expression of a wish. 

According to the strict definition of 
the antis, a 10 per cent. estimate would 
practically huld, while if the suffragist 
criterion is accepted the proportion of 
women who want to vote is about 30 
per rent, of the total. 

“Mrs, Catt’s open letter to Mayor 
Mitcuel, in which she upholds his etate- 
ment that one million women in New 
York State want the ballot, is most in- 
teresting,’ said Miss Alice Hill Chitten- 
den, the head of the New York State: 
Association Opposed to Woman Suf- 
frage. I should say that 10 per cent. 
of the women of this State want suf- 
frage, for I regard as such only those 
who are enrolled. I should think that 
5 per cent. of them were actively up- 
posed to the proposal to enfranchise wo- 
men and the remaining per cent. in- 
different. e men of the city and 
State are considering very seriously as 
to whether they shall give votes to wo- 
men. 

** One of the reasons why suffrage will 
fail tomorrow, for I believe that it will, 
is that the great majority of the women 
of this State do not want it. Until the 
suffragists are willing to give out the 
reports of their canvassers as to locali- 
ties and numbers to demonstrate that 
a million women in this State do want 
suffrage the public is going to take 
ea statement with a large grain of 
sa ii] 

Mrs. Catt, when informed of the views 
of Miss Chittenden, said she did not 
know_ how many women in this State 
actually were connected with suffragist 
organizations and she did not think such 
statistics of any importance. 

‘What we tried to do,’’ she said, ‘‘ was 
to get as large a@ number ag possible 
interested in the cause. Hence our thor- 
ough canvass of the State, which devel- 
oped that a million want the vote, It 
is true that only 350,000 are actually en- 
rolled, but the other 650,000 want the 
franchise just the same. Many did not 
enroll for fear they would lose their 
positions, as, indeed, were many men 
who would not declare themselves, 

““We never made the statement that 
all the million were enrolled. We meant 
that a million wanted suffrage, d we 
beljeve it. I have not the actual reports 
available here, and it would take too

COLUMBIA IS FOR SUFFRAGE. 


Straw Vote Shows Students Want 
Women to Have the Ballot, 


A poll of the students of Columbia 
University taken yesterday revealed 
the fact that they were overwhelmingly 
in favor of granting the suffragists the 
vote. In the straw balloting 560 votes 


were cast, with 431 votes for the amend- 
ment and 129 against it. Of those who 
voted, 97 were women, and every one 
of them voted for suffrage. 

In the Law School, out of 72 votes 64 
were for giving the women the voté 
Journalism stood 30 to 4 in favor of it.

The exposure in an article printed in 
Tum New YORK TIMES yesterday morn- 
ing of Tammany’s plan to knife the re- 
vised Constitution was hailed with sat- 
 isfaction by friends of the proposed néw 
fundamental law in this city. Joseph 
M. Price; Chairman of the’ Citizens’ 
Non-Partisan Committee for the Adop- 
tion of the Constitution, expressed the 
opinian ‘that many votes would be made 
for the Constitution with Tammany out 
in the open as an opposing. elerhent 
after ‘a majority of the Tammany men

The opposition of Tammany Hall, it 
was conceded, would hurt somewhat in 
Manhattan, but would help elsewhere. 
Already the committee hasi received as- 
surances from many sections of the 
State of organized Democratic support 
which will ‘more than offset any ada- 
verse majority in Tammany’s own bailli- 
wick. Many of the up-State Democratic 
organizations, according to information 
received at the headquarters of the 
committee, are welcomif— an opportu- 
nity to administer a rebuke to Tam- 
many Hall. 

In the municipal election of 1913, 
when it may be presumed that every 
sure-enough Tammany vote was cast 
for Edward E. McCall, Tammany’s can- 
didate for Mayor, the entire McCall 
vote in Manhattan was only 99,295. The 
total registration this year in the Bor- 


ough of Manhattan, Tammany’s baili- 
wick, was 251,287, which is more than 
150,000 in excess of the Tammany vote 
rolled up for Candidate McCall in 1913. 


Solidifies Tammany’s Foes.

: Tells Japan, Great Britain, ani 

Russia That Domestic Tran-

PEKING, Noy. 1.—The Chinese Gov-: 


_ Srnment today -rejected the proposals 
of Japan, Great Britain, and Russia for 
postyunement of the decision whether 
@ monarchial form of government is 
to be re-established. | YF 
The decision of the Chinese Govern- 
ment wus made known by Tsao Yulin, 
‘Viee Minister of Foreign Affairs. He 
called at the British, Russian, and Jap- 
anese Legations. and informed the min- 
isters that the Chinese Government had 
been advised by provincial-offitials’ that 
they would be able to maintain tran- 
quillity in the event of the re-establish- 
ment of the monarchy. 

Tsao Yulin thanked the powers for 
their friend] nderont in the welfare 
of China. e said that the decision 
concerning a. change in the form of 
government wag wholly in’ the hands of 
the people, and that therefore it would 
be impossible_to adopt the suggestion 
for a postponément. 

The Viee Minister’s communication 
was verbal, as were the representations 
of the three powers. 


Monarchial Idea Winning. 

WASHINGTON, Nov 1.—Information 
received here from official sources in 
China makes it appear that the triumph 
of the monarchial idea in the elections 
how in progress in China is almost cer- 
tain, and it is possibie that the change 
in the form of government will be an- 
nounced before the end of the year. 

* $tate Department advices are to the 
effect that elections are now in progress 
in no less than 1,800 counties, -where 
the electors are now choosing delegates 
to provincial conventions, which will 
meet at the local capitals. These con- 


ventions will select delegates to meet at ; 


a national convention in Peking. 

The object of the national convention 
primarily was to pass upon the work of 
the Council of State which has been 
revising the Chinese Constitution. As 
an afterthought the central Government 
decided to submit.to the National Citi- 
zens’ Convention the question of the re- 
establishment of the monarchy. Ac- 
cordingly in the call issued for the pro- 
vincial elections now in progress, the 
Government suggested that the dele- 
gates to be chosen by the provincial 
conventions be instructed how to vote 
on this important question. 

It is expected that the work of the 
local conventions will he finished by 

ov. 20, and the National Citizen’s Con- 
vention will meet at Peking immediately 
after that date to determine the fate of 
the republic. 

Although naturally deeply interested 
in the spread of republican ideas of 
ote 97 ee in the r East, as evi- 
enced by the cordial message of con- 
ratulations sént by President Wilson to 


by cable. 


resentatives of Great Britain, Japan, 
and Russia, who feared another revolu- 
tion in China as the result of the over- 
throw of the republic. 


Basis of the Protests. 


An’ official account of the communica- 
tions recently.made by the Japanese. 
British and Russian diplomatic repre- 
‘sentatives to the Chinese Minister of 
Foreign Affairs has just reached here 


Ows: 
“The representatives of Great Britain, 
Japan and Russia made separate repre- 
sentations to the Chinese Foreign Min- 
ister, pointing out that the proclamation 
of a monarchy, while it would not alter 
existing state of things generally, 
might very likely lead to disorders owing 
to the strong republican party in differ- 
ent parts of China. They said that if 
disorders occurred, foreign interests 
would inevitably suffer, especially the 
missionary interests, and, consequent- 
ly, they hoped that while the European 
war lasted no change would be made in 
the name or the title of the Chinese 
Government. They fully recognized the 
fact that thé existing government under 
Yuan Shih-kaj-formed the best guaran- 
‘tee for the preservation of order. 
‘“It was represented that the French 
Government gave its friendly and unof- 
ficial support to the presentment made 
by the three diplomats. It was under- 
stood that because of the sweeping 


-ehanges in the French Cabinet, which 


diverted attention from important for- 
pign affairs, it had not been found pos- 
sible to properly instruct the French 
Minister in Peking in time for him to 
‘join .with the other. allied powers in the 
formal representations. 

‘‘The Chinese Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, replying to the representations, 
stated that he fully recognized the 
friendly intentions of the powers, but 
he pointed out that the question was 
purely internal, and, as the movement 
for the re-establishment of the mon- 
archy was the outcome of the popular 
sentiment it was not one which the 
Chinese Government could either sus- 
pend or delay or expedite. He added, 
replying to the suggestion of disorders 
to follow a change in government, that 
as to internal order he could give a 
formal guarantee for its preservation 
pba the change, based on reports re- 
ceived in Peking from all the high Chi- 
nese provincial authorities, both mili- 
tary and civil, in all provinces without 
exception, that no untoward events were 
anticipateu as the result of the change 
from a republican to a monarchial form 
of government. 

‘‘ Furthermore, he expressed the opin- 
ion that if the existing Government 
made any attemnt at this stage to sup- 
press the monarchial movement, ‘such 
an attempt at ‘this stage instead of 
averting trouble would cause the very 
disturbances which the friends of China 
so strongly deprecated. He concluded 
by an expression of thanks for. the 
friendly spirit shown in the communi- 
eation. and said he would at once in- 
form President Yuan Shih-kai.”’ : 


Suspect German Influences. 


Diplomatic representatives of the al- 
lied powers here openly ascribe to Ger- 
man. activities the rapid development of 
the monarchial government movement 
in China upon the theory that the dis- 
orders likely to follow in China will re- 
quire Japanese ihtervention and conse- 
quently suspend Japan’s supply of arms 
and: munitions to the Russians. 

It is pointed out, however, that an- 
other strong and characteristically Ori- 
ental: factor is involved. This is said to 
be the absolute necessity of the Chi- 
nese mind for spiritual aid in material 
development.’ For centuries past it has 
been the custom of the Chinese Em- 
peror ‘to repair annually to a _ special 
temple dedicated for that purpose in 
Peking and offer prayers to the Three 
Gods of Heaven, Agriculture, and Min- 
ing to prosper Chinese husbandry and 
business.

ANTI-ALIEN LAW 
DECLARED VOID 


Supreme Court Holds Arizona 
Law Enacted by Initiative 
Violates Constitution. 


LIMITED RIGHT TO WORK 


That Contravenés 14th Amend- 
ment’s Guarantee of Equal Pro- 
tection, Opinion Says. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Upon the 
complaint of a cook in a Bisbee (Ariz.) 
restaurant, the Supreme Court today 


anti-alien labor law,. enacted into law 
about a year ago by the vote of the 
people under the initiative process. of 
legislation. 

The statute required employers of 
more than five persons to employ not 
less than 80 per cent. qualified electors 
or citizens. Mike Raich, an Austrian 
cook, upon being notified that he would 
be discharged because of the law, ap- 
pealed to the courts. He won, and the 


diag took the case to the highest tri- 
unal. 

The, Supreme Court, through Justice 
Hughes, with Justice McReynolds alone 
dissenting, held that Raich’s constilu- 
tional rights as an alien to the equal 
protection of the law, as guaranteed by 
the Fourteenth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution, were vivlated by the law, and 
hence decided he was entitled to an in- 
junction to prevent the State officials 
from enforcing the act. The court an- 
nounced that as a result of its decision 
it was not necessary to consider rights 
under treaties presented by the case. 

Because of the similarity of the en- 
actment to anti-Japanese 
‘the case has attracted widespread at- 
tention ever since it was instituted in 
the Federal District Court of Arizona, 
which also held the law unconstitu- 
tional. It wags presented to the court 
along with the New York alien labor 
law, forbidding employment .of aliens 
on public works. The court today, 
however, expressly distinguished casésc 
of private enterprise from those aris- 
ing from the expenditures of public 
moneys. 

Justice Hughes said the law wouid 
exclude aliens from Arizona, as aliens 
could not live where they could not 
work, and the result would be that, 
although the United States had the 
power of admitting aliens to the coun: 
try, the States could keep them out by 
such legislation as the Arizona law. 
No just reason of public safety, he said, 
had been advanced to justify the law.

papers. You say that one of my principal objections to the con- 
stitution is to the mater in which it is submitted. 

You are right. 1 am surprised that you should take issue with 
me on this point in view of the fact that in the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1894, when it was proposed to increase the number of 
propositions to be submitted separately, you said that if it were 
practicable each proposition ought to be submitted to the people 
separately. You contended, however, that it was not practicable 
because the law at that time did not permit a blanket ballot. -You 
said in debate on the floor of the convention at that time: 


FOR SEPARATE SUBMISSION IN 1894—- 
AGAINST IT NOW. 


“I should like, sir, to see every amendment which has been 
adopted by this convention put before the people so that they could 
express their wishes in regard to that upon its merits, by itself. But 
under the existing provision of law, sir, that would require thirty- 
three separate propositions, and that means sixty-six separate bal- 
lots.” In another part of the debate you said: “I have been try- 
ing my very best, Mr. President, to find some way under the law by 
which we can submit these matters as they were submitted in 1874 
upon a blanket ballot, so that all these propositions can be enumer- 
ated and the voters can indicate which they prefer; but the clear 
provisions of the Ballot Act of 1892 and the conditions imposed 
upon this convention by the Act of 1893 are expressly and clearly 
opposed to any, such action.” 

All this clearly shows that as a delegate to the Constitutional 

Convention of 1894 you believed, as I do now, that the people 
should have an opportunity to pass on every phase of their Con- 
stitution. 
I call your attention to the fact that this year’s Convention, 
over which you presided, and in which you had a dominating. in- 
fluence, was at perfect liberty to submit the Constitution in whole 
or section by section, as it saw fit, because we have now the very 
sort of a blanket ballot which in 1894 you regretted. we did not 
then have. 


A NEW REASON THIS YEAR. 


However, you now find it impracticable to submit the Con- 
stitution item by item for another reason, viz., “because all the 
main provisions are connected by a common purpose.” IN 1915, 
AS IN 1894, YOU FIND PLAUSIBLE REASONS WHY THE 
PEOPLE CANNOT BE GIVEN THIS RIGHT. 

As to the “common purpose,” what earthly connection is 
there between the Conservation article and the Judiciary article? 
What connection is there between the article raising the salaries 
of members of the Legislature and the Home Rule article? What 
connection is there between printing the daily debates of the 
Legislature and permitting trial without jury? 

Is not each one of -these, separately, of extreme importance 
and vastly different in character and purpose, and why should not" 
the people be given an opportunity to pass upon each separately? 


As to the Judiciary clause, the moment that judges are given 
the right to fill subordinate judgeships and create in numbers with- 
out limit and fill other important offices; a layman must feel that 
they are being given political power. 


THE VICIOUS JUDICIARY ARTICLE. 


In connection with one provision of this Judiciary article, 
Justice Seabury says “‘it is a fair subject for inquiry whether it is 
not inserted so as to permit mfluential and powerful persons who 


tried by a single . 

Justice Ingraham has also said “I don’t exactly think that my 
department needs the three more judges they gave us, but as long 
as the golf links are near by I suppose they can find something to 
do.” 

Naturally, when a layman like myself hears such important 
justices as Seabury and Ingraham advance such practical argu- 
ments against the Judiciary article, it makes him feel that he should 
at least have had an opportunity to vote on it separately. 


TRADING WITH LEGISLATORS. 


You say you do not feel that the restoration to the governor 
of the power to appoint members of the Legislature to executive 
offices within his gift opens the way to dicker and trade. You know, 
of course, that it is proposed that legislators be permitted to ac- 
cept such offices and at the same time continue to serve in the 
Legislature. 


The unscrupulous misuse of this power, both by governors 
and legislators, is not a matter of opinion between you and me; 


tional Convention, as recited by me in my letter to you of last 


: : + 
Dear Sir—I have just(seen your letter to me in this morning's week, showed conclusively that the reason why the people took this 


power away from the governor was because it had been rankly - 
abused. 

In view of your repeated statements in the convention that the 
one thing we should aim to strike at is “‘invisible government” it 
seems to me decidedly inconsistent, to say the least, for you to ad- 
vocate now that we restore to the governor this particular kind of 
power, which means that an ill-intentioned governor can deal in 
private and on the side with any legislator he desires. On the other 
hand, a well- intentioned governor would be at the mercy of am- 
bitious, unscrupulous legislators and outside party bosses, who 
could hold his legislative measures up while they bargained. for 
offices. 


ABOLISHING THE MARKET DEPARTMENT. 


As to a Market Department, on this subject I am not “guessing” — 
or “thinking’’ as to what the proposed Constitution does. During 
the past year, as chairman of Mayor Mitchel’s food supply commit- 
tee, I have given a great deal of time to this whole question. Your 
letter admits that the present Market Department has been dé- 
stroyed and that under the Constitution, the Legislature cannot 
create a new one, but you say that this coffid be very properly and 
efficiently taken care of under the Department of Agriculture. 
This, of course, admits that in any event it must be a subordinate 
bureau. 

My strong objection to this is not only because I believe it 
would be inefficient, but because it is precisely the plan that the 
market men themselves tried to get me to accept last winter when 
I was working for an independent Market Department in this city. 

These men offered me this very proposition, and when I re- 
fused it and tried to get a bill through at Albany they hired a special 
train and went to Albany several hundred strong and fought it and. 
beat it. — 

To my amazement I now find that somehow, through some 
influence (I do not pretend to know how) they are accomplishing 
their purpose, not. through a legislative act but through pope pe 
tional enactment. 

As to the State Department of Agriculture being the proper 
department for a market bureau to bé under, may I ask if you have 
even seen anything resembling a Market Department under the 
Department of Agriculture at Washington? Every one knows that 


Department of Agriculture has to do with tilling the soil and 
raising crops. 


There is no difficulty about the size ‘of our crops in this coun- 
try or in this State. The difficulty lies in getfing them marketed 


| in a manner that will at qnce be properly remunerative to the . 


farmer and not extortionate to the consumer. 

The proposed Constitution is very careful to perpetuate by 
constitutional provision the present Public Service Commission; to - 
look after the public’s transportation problems; yet not more than © 
10% of the average man’s income goes for transportation expenses, 
while 40% of his income goes for food. There is nothing more 
sinister in this whole Constitution, nothing more detrimental to the 
practical, every-day welfare of our people than the abolition of an 
independent Market Department and the prohibition of a new one, 


WHY MR. PERKINS OPPOSES. 


You question my motives in opposing thi$ Constitution, and = 
say that I have spent a great deal of money in publishing my reas 
sons. Several other members of your Committee have atso pub- 
licly referred to the money I am ‘spending. ket me tell you why 
I have taken the course | have. 

After the Constitution was printed I read it over and found It 
was impossible for a layman to form an intelligent opinion regard- 
ing it. I then engaged two lawyers; one a man who had ‘been a 
Republican State Senator, with leanings in favor of the Constitu- 
tion; the other an ex-Democrat, recently a member of the State 
Legislature, and opposed to the Constitution. 

These men, independently of each other, spent several days 
making a careful analysis of the document for me. Then I took 
their condlusions, and, after studying the Constitution myself, be- 
came convinced that the Constitution should not be adopted and 
sent you my letter.of October 27. 

Indeed, I was so convinced of this that it seemed to me the 
public generally should know the result of my investigations. As 
every’ one knows, I give mor¢ or less money to various public 
causes each year, and I concluded that I could not perform a better 
public service at this time than to spend the money | might have 
given to other causes in informing the voters of ‘this State in regard 
to the Constitution. 

As your reply to my letter of last Thursday was not made pub- 
lic nor received by’me until this morning, I find myself with but 
two, hours-in which to preparé.a reply:that can be made public 
through the press before Election Day, which is to-morrow. There 
are many other points'that might weH be made, but lack of time 
prevents.

When the people were asked to 
authorize money for the State canal 
in 1909 the vote was so close as to 
carry a warning regarding the eiec- 
tion today. Of sixty-one counties, only 
nineteen gave pluralities for the bond 
issue. Oneida County, a barge canal 
county, defeated the proposal by 1,100 
votes in a total of 7,600. Half the 
votes cast were blank.. In 1911 the 
result for the State as a whole was 
closer, the bonds being authorized by 
4,416,

Of the enthusiasm, energy, ingenui- 
ty, vocal persistence, the aesthetic 
and decorative effect of the woman 
suffragists, there can be but one opin- 
ion. .

Within the first nine months of this 
year 142 persons were killed by au- 
tomobiies in the city. .In'the October 
record twenty-seven of the victims 
were children under 17 years.

But Mrs. MALKIEL, an energetic and 
hustling leader, scheduled ‘her best 
work for today. She says that the 
work on election day is “‘ of the great- 
“est importance.” She wanted, she 
said; ‘‘a Socialist worker at each one 
“ of the 3,500 polling places,” so as to 
“reach many workingmen who have 
“not yet decided which way to vote 
“on the suffrage amendment.” 

The Call announces that ‘‘ Socialist- 
‘‘ Suffragists will take the lead in the 
“whirlwind speaking campaign that 
“will mark the climax today in the 
“campaign of the women to carry 
“the right-to-vote amendment.” On 
its editorial page there is a double- 
leaded trumpet-~call to Socialists tell- 
ing them how to vote on the ’Consti- 
tution. It is entitled, in the biggest 
of black type, *“‘ Down with the New 
Constitution!’ and it explains why 
Socialists must vote against that 
instrument: The Constitution . does 
not ‘contain enough Socialism. If it 
‘is aéfedted now, then the Socialists 
can get’to work for a year and elect 
a convention which will draft a more 
Socialistic Constitution.

The 
Call gives the battle-cry of the So- 
cialists: ‘Vote YES on -Suffrage!

Zeppelin minds distinctively and

‘are—will find in the ‘‘ inspired ’’ article 
printed in all the evening papers of 


., Berlin either a vindication of Zeppelin 


raids on London in the past or a justifi- 
cation for continuing them in the future. 

The writer of the article balances pre- 
cariously between two widely different 
explanations of these bomb-dropping ex- 
peditions, declaring them to be, on the 
one hand, successful efforts to destroy 
military plants and transportation facil- 
ities, and, on the other, deserved repris- 
als in kind for Great Britain’s course in 
cutting off, or at least seriously dimin- 
ishing, the food supply of Germany’s 
civilian population. That the British 
blockade is not the utter failure it has 
been called by many a German and pro- 
German authority is by clearest implica- 
tion admitted by this article, for it says 
that “‘ today not hundreds of thousands, 
but millions, of human beings in Ger- 
many must limit. their consumption of 
food and make not inconsiderable sac- 
rifices.” 

Evidently Great Britain’s offense is 
not, as we have so often been told, that 
she tried .to bring the pressure of hun- 
ger on the German population, but that 
she has done it.’ As to the propriety of 
that as a military expedient it is proba- 
bly useless to argue with the Germans 
and needless to do ‘so \with anybody 
else. Probably, also, the same state- 
ment, reversed, would be true in regard 
to the Zeppelin raids, but to those who 
can see the two procedures as at all un- 
like there does seem to be an enormous 
dissimilarity between the familiar war 
expedient of reducing an enemy country 
as nearly as circumstances permit to 
reliance on its own resources and the 
dropping of high explosives from the 
midnight sky on sleeping cities that can 
be called ‘‘ defended ’’ only by putting 
that word to the very utmost strain it 
will stand. Every nation when at war 
with another has done the one thing if it 
could, as a matter of course, but it re- 
mained for \Germany -to use airships as 
implements of indiscriminate aed 
and destruction. ;

Working to 
Prevent 
Blindness, 


the. results of 
neither ‘the world nor our part of it is 
going to be much disturbed, really, 
and among the quéstions that will con- 
tinue to deserve attention from victors 
and vanquished alike is one to -be dis- 
cussed on the afternoon of Thursday at 
the Academy of Medicine, 17 West For- 
ty-third Street. ; 

There and then is to be held the an- 

nual meeting of the National’ Committee 
for the Prevention of Blindness. The 
Hon. Josep H. CHoate will preside, and 
the speakers will be ex-President Tarr 
and Dr. Groren E. pe SCHWEINITz, Pro- 
fessor of Ophthalmology in the Universi- 
ty of Pennsylvania. 
' That, in a large percentage of cases, 
blindness is the result of an infection 
contracted at the very beginning of sep- 
arate life is now rather widely known, 
even outside of medical circles, and al- 
most as common is the knowledge that 
a few drops of a silver salt solution is 
a specific cure for: the ‘‘ ophthalmia 
neonatorum ”’ that threatens thousands 
of unfortunates every year with irre- 
mediable, lifelong blindness. There still 
remain, however, large fractions of our 
population that do not have the protec- 
tion which the use of this simple pre- 
caution as a routine, never omitted, 
measure gives, and it is the .object of 
the National Committee for the Preven- 
tion of Blindness to make complete the 
public’s enlightenment on this highly im- 
portant subject. 

Ignorance, as ‘usual, is the foe to be 
fought—ignorance and the mad fanat- 
icism that resists and resents any gov- 
ernmental action for-the preservation of 
health and physical soundness. 








INDIA’S DIM FUTURE. 
Mr. Wagel Emphasizes the Un- 


happy Aspects of British Rule. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Mr. Dawson accuses me of making sweeping 
statements in the course of my letter on the 
condition of India under British rule. 

Is my reference to the Press Act, by which 
newspapers are suspended and securities con- 
fiscated, without, trial or appeal, not specific? 
Does Mr. Dawson deny the existence of the 
heavy excise duty on cotton manufactures in 
India, while there is no tariff on imports? 
Does Mr. Dawson deny the fact that out of 
a revenue of £85,000,000, only £3,500,000. is 
spent on educating the people, while exchange 
compensation and pensions for British offi- 
cials alone amount to over £5,000,000? Is it 
not true that Mr. Tata had to bring in Japa- 
nese shipping companies to save the Indian 
cotton trade with China from being killed 
by the ‘British manufacturers and British 
shipping companies? With reference to trans- 
portation companies discriminating against 
Indians, I might draw Mr. Dawson’s atten- 
tion to the petition of the Indian Merchants’ 
Chamber in Bombay to the Member of Com- 
merce only in 1918. A reference to the re- 
ports of the debates in the Legislative Coun- 
cils will show what kind of support the Brit- 
ish Government is giving Indian industries. 

As for justice, I could easily point to dozens 
of cases where Indians have been kicked by 
English soldiers and died, and the offenders 
have been let off with a paltry fine, as death 
was adjudged to be due to the ‘‘ rupture of 
the spleen.’’ Eminent Britishers themselves 
have~been disgusted with the kind of justice 
meted out in political cases and those be- 
tween Englishmen and Indians. 

It is sheer nonsense to say that the agri- 
culturists and the majority of Indians are 
content. For one thing, taxation js terribly 
high and opportunities for improvement few. 
India is the one country where salt is taxed 
the highest, in spite of the fact ‘that the 
tax now stands reduced. It has become a 
fashion with Englishmen to try to discount 
the statements of the articulate classes in 
the country by simply stating that the in- 
articulate classes are content. In any ‘case, 
the dim future when India could have her 
rightful ‘‘ place in the empire ’’ is too dim to 
be of any practical use. S. R. WAGEL.

In the article referred 
to, the reader would naturally infer that 
Venice is a city like Karlsruhe or Freiburg, 
an unfortified and defenseless place, without 
any garrison, and therefore not properly a 
city subject to bombardment under the civ- 
flized rules of war. 

_All travelers who have visited Venice, with 
their eyes open, know that it is a fortified 
city and has in its centre one of Italy’s 
largest arsenals, and also is the constant 
rendezvous of many Italian war vebsels, 
One has only to refer to the Encyclopaedia 
Britannica, or to any reliable guide book, 
to learn that Venice is the strongly fortified 
capital of the Province of Venice, and is a 
commercial and naval port. Also that Ven- 
ice has an arsenal which has been repeat- 
edly enlarged, even recently, during the nine- 
teenth century. This arsenal covers an area 
of eighty acres, and in peace times employs 
3,000 men, and has the capacity to employ 
as high as 16,000 men.

This Constitution is in 
many ways an ifhprovement on the 
present one, and the chief argument 
against it is merely that it did not 
improve the present one still more.

Question No. 2 asks him if he ap- 
proves the apportionment article. 
This article makes no change/in the 
present law except to substitute the 
Federal for the State census as a 
basis of apportionment, a measure 
of economy, and this question should , 
be answered “ Yes.” 


Question No. 3 asks if the taxation 
article should. be approved. This 
makes it difficult, if not impossible, - 
to rush exemptions through the Leg- 
islature, deprives the Legislature of 
the power to bargain away its power 
of taxation, and brings about a 
nearer approach to uniformity in 
the confused system of local. taxa- 
tion...

Amendment No. 2 permits the 
Legislature to alter the rate of in- 
terest on the canal bond issue. This 
merely corrects an error in ‘com- 
putation, which if allowed to stand 
will result in the raising of a sink- 
ing fund equal to the entire amount 
of the bonds thirteen years. before 
the bonds are due. The error should

That Strange Objectivity of Which 
the Outside World Is Ignorant. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Professor Oberfohren’s letter in Tum TIMES 
is one of the most interesting contributions to 
our material for study of Teutohic psychology.

THAT OTHER GERMANY. 


Maude Fay Answers Mrs. Ather- 
‘ton’s Criticism of Her Sentiments. 


Munich, Bavaria, Oct. 4, 1915. 
T'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have just recelved a number of. copies 
inclosed in letters from American friends of 
an article in your paper signed by Gertrude 
Atherton. The article contains a letter writ- 
ten by me to Mrs. Atherton of absolutely 
private character and never.intended for pub- 
lication. My surprise was therefore intense 
when I read it. 

However, Mrs. Atherton’s interpretation of 
it is: so thoroughly foreign to my views that 
I feel I must write direct to you. It would 
be useless to go into details concerning my 
pro-German attitude with Mrs. Atherton, as 
we are both fully convinced that ‘‘ the other 
one is absolutely uninformed ‘or, what 
amounts to the same thing, has purely doc- 
tored information. According to Mrs, Ather- 
ton’s~afticle—‘‘I give the following extract 
as a real curiosity ’"—my brain and myself 
are apparently swathed in delusions. But 
the reasons she gives for. my present hyp- 
notic state, (Germany being the Svengali in 
this instance,) that is, my being cooped up in 
Germany, and having no sources of informa- 
tion save those emanating from. the German 
Government—are absolutely incorrect. At 
present we have here in Munich all the for- 
eign , newspapers, not tampered with by the 
German Government, but fresh from their 
own press. Also all the official military re- 
ports are printed in the daily papers, so that 
eliminates any excuse for being pro-German 
on account of being cut off from outside in- 
formation. Neither can I be forgiven nor 
accept sympathy on account of being ‘‘ cooped 
up in Germany,” as I have wandered out of 
Germany and am just about to do so again. 
I am free to go and comé when and where I 
please and discuss war and politics -with 
people of all nations. 

As stated further on in her article, that for 
reasons of sentiment 1 would be a ‘‘ natural 
phenomenon were I anti-German” rather 
surprises me, coming from Mrs, Atherton, 
whom I have always regarded as possessing 
logic even masculine in its force, In a world 
crisis such as we are all facing now surely 
sentiment is out of place. When one real- 
izes that all these nations are sacrificing 
their best, all of whom must be regarded as 
heroes, I dare to believe and assert that I 
am a humanitarian, and living in Germany 
under these trying conditions interferes in 
no way with my belief. 

On the contrary, Chauvinism or hatred for 
the enemy is foreign to’the educated Germart. 
Were I to be influenced by sentiment I should 
lean strongly toward England, where my hap- 
piest hours on this side have been spent and 
where I have been petted, professionally and 
socially, and because among my truest and 
dearest friends I place my English friends, 
most of whom fortunately are: pro-German. 
'Pro-German as I am, not because it is Ger- 
many, but for her principles, high standards, 
sincerity and. truth, and because hers is the 
first place in the culture that nena? to the 
advancement of the world. 

Perhaps since the war has broken, out I 
feel more American even than before—more 
Californian, to be accurate~and the only sad 
‘touch in Mrs. Atherton’s: letter was that she 
believes I am willing to believe lies against 
my own country. This I. must_ ‘vehemently 
and. flatly contradict.’ During the trying 
crisis between Germany, and America I re- 
fused to believe all newspaper reports and. 
always asserted that in the first place “and 
always I am an American. I allow myself 
no judgment on the attitude of my own coun-_ 
try, as Iam too far away from the field. 
Perhaps my strongest reason for being abso-. 
lutely for Germany is that she is the nation 
that can help us most, offer us most, and 
encourage our best and highest ideals, In cul- 
.ure, belence, organization, social conditions, 
and unity. These are the things that spell 
Germany for me, and any’ nation .claiming 
them all, as she may, is the nation the: world 
at large must uphold. { am ‘not ‘a believer 











Germans scream out with their forty-two 
centimeter throats, doing more harm ‘than’ 
good for their country and her cause, but 
that “right is might.".. Germany's right has 
induced her tremendous might, not vice versa. 

Mrs. Atherton’s article refers to the re- 
ports of Germany’s overwhelming victories in 
the east as tiresome news stories, I am 
happy to be able to state that they have 
nothing in common with the same, for the 
whole world today recognizes them as posi- 
tive facts, facts which will shortly play @ 
most important role in history. 

Having wi sed the suffering, sorrow, 
and sacrifices of thirteen months of the 
worst warfare the world has ever known 
tends to smother any enthusiasm one might 
have had, Personally I have none for war- 
fare, and any nation more peace-loving than 
Germany I cannot imagine. She was getting . 
on famously (her present interior resources 
and self-sufficiency are the greatest proof of 
this) and she had nothing ‘to gain through 
war. The French are looked upon as a le- 
gitimate enemy, and as such thoroughly re- 
spected. One hears nothing but stories of 
mutual gratitude, kindness, and praise from 
the men returning from the front, be they. 
prisoners of war, wounded soldiérs, or men 
on leave. Hatred is not gnawing Germany's. 
vitals away. -The amusement Mrs. Atherton 
wants me to enjoy when I become “ {n- 
formed” I fear I must forego, and I am 
wondering if she were on this side, not in 
Germany, but just near to actual conditions, 
what her judgment might be.

In the midst of his preach- 
ing, he has forgotten the tremendous 
moral force that may lie implicit in a 
human, dramatic story told simply in 
the terms of the theatre. 

The author of ‘‘The Eternal Magda- 
lene ’’ would seem to have written with 
deep and unaffected sincerity, and his 
play is as good an illustration as you 
could ask of the point that something 
more than sincerity is needed for a 
dramatist’s stock in trade. He has 
made his’ piece some sort of expression 
of that genuine social pity which has 
animated most of the fine pars of our 
time. And he has taken the consider- 
able popular advantage that is always 
on the side of one who baits the ig- 
norant and ruthless reformers. But 
none of these aids ‘to effective play- 
writing has prevented Mr. McLaughlin 
frem turning out an inept and not con- 
tinuously interesting drama. The 
Eternal Magdalene ’’ is amorphous as a 
play and much that it has to say is 
utterly confused. The author may have 
thought deeply, but he has expressed 
himself superficially. He may be rock- 
ribbed and ancient as the sun, but his 
play seunds sophomoric. 

Behind this new play which has brought 
Julia Arthur back to the stage is a 
rather fine idea. The playwright sees 
the Magdalene, made immortal and in- 
finitely compassionate by One whose 
path she crossed two thousand years 
ago, and so it is that she can and must 
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ing the sympathy in men’s hearts and 
repeating ever the deathless rebuke that 
begins with the words—‘‘He that is 
without sin among you.” 

In the story Mr. McLaughlin tells 
the eternal Magdalene comes from the 
Tenderloin of a town that is going 
through the paroxysms of self-improve- 
ment. A slangy, eloquent, and exceed-

She lifts some portions 
of the play as produced to the heights 
of the Teen Mr. McLaughlin had when 
he started to write. er playing is 
done very quietly and in a single key. 
Her voice is of fine quality and her 
use of it a delight. Only in the closing 
scene, where an effort is made to re- 
produce most. strikingly the color and 
outline of a famous painting, is her 
work a little unimpressive from its very 
conventionality of tone and gesture. 
All the company testifies to careful 
selection. Especially satisfying is Lu- 
cile Watson and good work is done by 
‘Lowell Sherman, Claire Burke, and 
Harry Harwood. The cast is a credit 
to the producers. The play is a disap- 
pointment.

TAKES YOU ON GLOBE TROT 


Melodious Music by Finck Matches 
McLellan’s Book—Else Alder, 
New Prima Donna, Pleases, 


AROUND THE MAP.— musical play, 
book and lyrics by C. S. McLellan, 
music by erman Finck. At the New 
Amsterdam. 
Impikoff 
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** Around the Map,’’ which was given 
its first New York ,performance. under 
the direction of Klaw & Erlanger in the 
New Amsterdam Theatre last night, 
is. a musical entertainment of -superla- 
tives. It is an eloquent testimonial of 
what the expenditure of money for 
brains as well as for silks, satins, and 


scenery may do for expiring musical 
comedy that should give,other produc- 
ers pause before ordering their books 
and lyrics by the yard along with the 
other ‘ingredients. 

‘For beyond the succession of scenes 
that ravish the eye with their ceaseless 
play of light and color lies the fact that 
** Around the Map’”’ is intelligent. It is 
bubbling with ideas; its dialogue is 
smart, shot here and there with a tinge 
of satire; every little lyric has a méati- 
ing of its own, while the lyrics them- 
selves roll off the tongue with a facility 
at times almost Gilbertian; and then, to 
deliver the lines and lyrics, characters 
not lifted out of tne musical comedy 
ark, but original in conception. 

The librettist to whom the countless 
thousands whose intelligences have been 
insulted by witless books and whose 
ears have been assaulted by near- 
rhymes on occasions without number 
owe a debt of gratitude in the present 
instance to C. M. S. McLellan of ‘‘ Pink 
Lady’’ farme. It is to Mr. McLellan 
more than to any of the contributors to 
this smashing show that its unquestioned 
success will be due, for he has con- 
tributed the novel note. 

When it is considered that in addition 
to Mr. McLelian’s welcome_ service 
Joseph Urban, the Viennese artist, de- 
signegq the. thirteen’ scenes, Julian 
Mitchell injected the ensemble numbers 
with his unflagging spirit, and Herman 
Finck, one of London’s most \expert 
composers of light music, wrote the 
melodies, it will be seen that ‘‘ Around 
the Map” has more than the average 
number of claims to distinction. 

The program—-as enigmatic as a time- 
table, since the players change person- 
alities in every act—aptly describes the 
entertainm@nt as ‘‘ a musical globe trot.’, 
It begins in Paris and ends in the Red 
Hot Stove Cabaret in New York, and in 
the progress of the trot pauses for a 
moment in such distant spots as Unter 
den Linden in Berlin, the boundary line 
between Germany and Russia, a Wag- 
nerian .dream. garden, the Japanese 
Jockey Club at Port Arthur, and the 
San Francisco Exposition. 

Here are large opportunities for 
scenic and costume artists and likewise 
for the composer, and they have taken 
advantage of them. The scenes are dis- 
tinctly Urban in a way that must be 
familiar to a considerable body of 
New York theatre-goers by now. They 
are. always’ exotic. and often bizarre. 
Urban knows'so well the value of steps, 
of pillared portals suggesting still other 
mysteries beyond, of lights soft or bril- 
liant thrown on fiower clusters, The 
costumes are in’ the same mood and 
against the brilliant backgrounds of 
Mr. Urban’s pictures form a scries of 
vivid poster pictures. 

There are some catchy tunes in Mr. 
Finck’s score, which is never inspired 
and never commonplace. In his utiliza- 
tion of the racial element, and in his 
orchestration, he has shown his mu- 
sicianship. Some of the best of his 
melodies are ‘‘ Here Comes Tootsi,”’ 
“Lazy Lulu,’ ‘‘ When ‘the Right Girl 
Comes Along,” and ‘‘ Goodness, Ain’t 
You Glad?’’ There are several inter- 
polsted numbers by Louis Hirsch, the 
est of which is ‘ Katie Clancy.” 

A cast that was chosen with a nice 
regard for the individual abilities of ‘the 

layers introduced a prima donna who 

8 popular in Berlin and Vienna, where 
she has created many light opera roles. 
She is Else Alder, an attractive young 
woman who is pretty without being 
beautiful, and sings and acts well. Hers 
is the Teutonic tyne of beauty, and her 
training is pa'pably of the same school 
Her voice is pleasing though withot 
any particular warmth and with no 
great variety... But Miss Alder ‘is a 
clever actress whose technic covers her 
lack of fire. 

There were many who did their parts 
well—Robert Pitkin, Arthur Klein, and 
the statuesque Hazel Cox of the provoc- 
ative eyes—but the name of Georgia 
O’Rarney Jed all the rest. Miss O’Ramey 
gave a deliciously droll characterization 
of a blazé young woman called ILazy 
Lulu. It’ was the. brightest character 
conception that has appeared in musi- 
cal comedy in recent years, and Miss 
O’Ramey’s interpretation of it was su- 
perb. She won the one real triumph of 
the evening. And then there was Will- 
iam Norris in a gallery of amusing ec- 
centric comedy parts. 

As a matter of fact the program errs 
on the side of modesty. ‘‘ Around the

LONDON, Nov. 1.—Lewis Waller, the 
actor, died this morning of pneumonia. 


Lewis Waller, one of the best-known 
of the London actor-managers, will be 
remembered by many New York. the- 
tregoers as the original \Boris Androv- 
sky in.the Century Theatre production 
of ‘‘The Garden of Allah’’ in 19i). 
Although he had been a popular lead- 
ing man in’ London. for many years 
Mr. Waller did not come to America 
till then. Ss success was immediate, 
andthe folkewing March/he took over 
the. management of Daly’s Thetre and 
played his old part in ‘‘ Monsieur Beau- 
veaire.”’ He revived *‘ The Explorer, 
one of his London successes, that 
Spring, and in the Fall produced “ Dis- 
covering America” and revived 
“Henry V."’ He then gave up Daly’s 
and played with Madge Titheradge ir. 
“A Butterfly on the Wheel”’ on tour. 

Mr. Waller was born at Bilbao, Spain, 
Nov. 8, 1860. He was educated a 
King’s College School and in Germany, 
and had intended to pursue a commertcial: 
career. He was employed’ with his 
uncle for five years in London. 

He made his professional début at 
Toole’s Theatre, London, in March, 
1883, as the Hon., Claude Lorrimer in 
“ Uncle Dick’s Darling.’’ He played for 
several years with J. . Toole in a 
variety of parts, and then in‘188> wus 
engaged to support Mme. Modjeska at 
the Lyceum in répertoire, subsequently 
going on tour with her. _He was the 
Comte de Varviile in “‘Camille, 


Mertimer in ‘‘ Mary Stuart.’’ 

Mr. Waller’s first managerial venture 
in London was with H. H. Morrell as 
lessee of the Haymarket, Their first 
offering was Wilde’s ‘‘ An. Ideal Hus- 
band” in January, 1895. He was next 
associated with Sir Charles Wyndham 
at the Criterion, ,and subsequently -as- 
sumed the management of the Shaftes- 
tury, Lyceum, Comedy, and Lyric The- 
atres. 

He was to have returned to America 
this season to- appear with , Madge 
Titheradge in ‘‘ Gamblers All,’’? in which 
he was acting in London at the time 
of his death.

Captain Joseph W. Woolfolk, an in- 
vestment broker with offices at 71 
Broadway, and formerly widely known 
through the South as a railroad builder, 
died on Sunday at his home, 107.

HIS LAST WISH FOR PEACE 

Collarses ‘Soon After Discussing 

War ‘vith His Son—Prominent - 
in Political and Civic, Life. 


Herman Ridder, publisher and editor 
cf the New Yorker Staats-Zeitung and 
who had been prominent in political and 
civic affairs for twenty-five years, died 
yesterday afternoon at his home, 11° West 
Highty-first Street, in his sixty-fourth 
year. At 2 o’clock Mr. Ridder, accord- 
ing to his daily custom, had discussed 
with his eldest son, Bernard H. Ridder, 
phases of the war in relation to the 
news and editorial policy of the news- 
paper, and at the conclusion of the con- 
ference ofstwenty minutes he remarked: 
“May peace soon be with us.’”’ An 
hour later he suddenly became uncon- 
scious. He expired! at 4:15, from the 
effects of arterial sclerosis. Mr. Ridder 
last visited his office in the New 
Yorker Staats-Zeitung building, at 182 
William Street; on Dec. 16, 1914, but 
from his sickroom he had continued to 
be the guiding spirit and inspiration of 
the newspaper’s policy. At the out- 
break of the war he startéd-a special 
column in the paper under the caption

of ‘““The War Day by. Day,” in the 
English language, for which he wrote 
the first article, which has been con- 
tinued by Bernard H. Ridder over the 
signature of his father. 


His Deep Interest in: the War. 


During ‘the last» year Mr. Ridder; who 
had taken a deep interest in the war 
and its effects on this country,,;heeam 
greatly worried over the feeling aroused 
here, and with the idea of allaying this 
condition he announced‘ his purpose in 
presenting his views in English in this 
statement of his position: 

‘“‘It was not without many misgivings 
that I entered upon the conduct of this 
column. I could not be blind to the 
dangers of misinterpretation to which 
I might be open.: I assumed the. task, 
as in duty bound, not as a German sub- 
ject, which I.am not, but as an Ameri- 
can, which I am;-not .to create ill-feel- 
ing among Americans of diverse sympa- 
thies, but to/allay it. Truth alone can 
survive and upon truth alone can 
founded the lasting impressions which 
must follow inevitably the present war.’’ 

Since-the war all of his personal means 
were lost in the failure. of the Interna- 
tional. Typesetting Machine Company,’ 
of which he was President, and he died 
practically penniless, in fact, his per- 
sonal estate was insolvent. This he ac- 
cepted with the philosophic comment: 
“After all, the death of a poor man is 
one to be envied.’’ . 

Some months ago friends of Mr. Rid- 
jer, and other supporters of his news 


papers, assumed the debts of the pub: |-

Began Career as Errand Boy. 


Mr. .Ridder, who was born in the 
heuse at 400 Greenwich Street, got a 
few years of study in the public schools, 
was in turn an errand boy, a clerk in 
a Wall Street office and an insurance 
company, went into business for him- 
self ‘when he estabiishead the Katho- 
lisches Volksblatt in 1878. Ten years 
later he.founded The Catholic News, 
which is now published by his brother, 
Henry Ridder. Herman Ridder became 
a stockholder in the ‘New Yorker 
Staats-Zeitung in 1880. : 

During the.campaign of Mayor Strong 
Herman Ridder entered politics by aiding 
to organize the German-American Re- 
form Association. He was active in the 
Cleveland campaigns, and in 1908 Chair- 
man Mack appointed him Treasurer of 
the Democratic National Committee. He 
was always active in tariff reform, and 
although an: independent Democrat he 
supported the candidates of the Tam- 
many organization on several occasions. 
He had many ‘verbal political tilts with 
his political opponents in the Republican 
Party, the most prominent.of which 
were the dispute with Senator Cannon 
and his exchange of: views with Presi- 
dent. Roosevelt,. when, after_his visit: to. 
Mr. Bryan, it was reported to Mr. 
Ridder that President Roosévelt had re- 
ferred slightingly to him. .This was de- 
nied by Colonel Roosevelt, but not un-

Plans for the néw $100,000. gymnasium 
for Stevens Institute of ‘Technology show 
a departure in college gymnasium con-. 
struction.. The plans are now in the 
hands of the builder, and it is expected 
that actual construction will begin some 
time this month, 

The new gymfidsium will be Ctilvcioal 
in form, with an exterior of ve “gated 
deep-tonéd brick, With fake+t i, jditits. 
The building will be on the néwly ac- 
quired grounds at Castle Point, Hobo- 
‘ken, and will be immediately adjacent 
to the athletic field and track. It will 
be within three minutes’ walk of any of 
the collége buildings. 

Before deciding on the present plats 
they were sent to a number of experts 
in athletic and gymnasium work, and, 
without exception, the replies weré é6h- 
thusiastic, indicating that Stevens was 
taking a distinct.advance step in ocol- 
lege gymnasium planning. The general 
scheme of the building is developed 
along the lines of general, athletics 
rather than gymnastics. 

The first floor will contain practice, 
exercise, and boxing rooms, all of which, 
by means of folding partitions, may be 
thrown opén into one room 110 feet long | ©® 
for baseball . battery pee football 
formation work, or r similer pur- 
poses. The second floor will bé 
for basket ball, lacrosse practice, shot 
putting, andypole vaulting. On.this floor 
will be a running track ten feet widé.

Private and Public. Schools-May 
Adopt Uniform Rules.- 


A plan is now under way by’ which 
there will be absolute control of all 
scholastic sport in this city. At-present 
the only governing body ig the Public 
Schools Athletic League, but this holds 
sway only in so far as the public 
schools athletes are .concegned. The 
fact that the private schools have néver 
been under any control other than that 
exercised by the various schools them- 
selves has given_rise to many protests 
and disputes and there has been no 
governing scholastic organization which 
could be appealed to for.a settlement 
of the differences.

If the step is taken 
with such an end in view it is probable 
that the well worked out system of the 
Public Schools Athletic League will be 
taken as the foundation for the. union 
of interests.

LONDON ASSENTS TO TERMS 


Acceptances, if Used, Will Be Based 
on Ninety-Day Bills; with’ 
Renewal Privileges. 


Arrangements , are rapidly taking 
shape for the establishment in’ the 
United States of supplementary _bank- 
ing credits for the relief of the foreign 
exchange market. An important -meet- 
ing was held yesterday at the Natiorial 
City Bank to discuss terms for banking 
eredits to be open2d with the joint 
stock banks in -London. 

The amount of the new. credits has not 
been determined and cannot be, it was 
said by one of those at yesterday’s 
meeting, until it is seen what amount 
is needed to stabilize foreign exchange 
rates. A report that an initial credit of 
$250,000,000 would be: established was 
discredited by the bankers as being 
probably far in excess of thé amount. 
It has not been decided whether funds 
will be provided through ‘the’ use of.ac- 
ceptances or whether a straight bank- 
ing loan will: be arranged, but. indica- 
tions are that the former method will 
be adopted. 

After the. conzlusion of negotiations 
for the $300,000,000 Anglo-French loan, 
Sir’ Edward Holden, Chairman: of the 
London City and Midland Bank/ met 
promitient New York financiers to. dis- 

‘cuss a supplementary credit exclusively 

for privates use. The proceeds from 
the big loan are all needed for Govern- 
ment purposes @nd bankers on both 
sides of thi water have been-anxious to 
provide through a supplementary loan 
or credit for the needs of firms and in- 
dividuals engaged in dmporting from the 
United States. 

The. discussion with Sir Edward 
Holden had to do particularly with sales 
of American cotton and grain. He took 
with him tentative proposals from 
bankers‘ in this country which he has 
submitted to other joint stock banks in 
London, and word has just been re- 
ceived from them that the proposals 
are exceptional.

Roth- 
schld Bros. & Co., the importers, put a 
witness on the stand who’testified that 
his firm did not sell the articles as dress 
buttons and that he did not know the 
term. He added: ‘ The term ‘ dress 
buttons’ was unknown except in the 
tariff.’’ » Judge Sullivan said that, not- 
withstanding the importers’ witness, 
the evidence fully established that the 
buttons may serve the double purpose 
of uitlity and ornamentation. This fact 
being Shown, the. protest was overruled 
claiming entry at 15 per cent. under the 
provision for ‘‘ metal buttons.’

DEFINES BANK’S POWERS. 


Reserve Board Rules on Transac- 
tions That Are Permissible. 
Special. to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—nI response 
to an inquiry from Governor Strong of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
the Reserve Poard has sent a letter to 
all reserve banks defining their powers. 
Governor Strong’s letter asked ns to a 
reserve bank’s authority to collect notes 
and drafts, collect items not covered by 
the present collection system, collect 
items on nonmember banks, execute 
orders for securities, answer inquiries 
as to credits, and purchase commercial 

paper. 

The board holds that reserve banks 
may collect notes and drafts sent to it 
by its member banks, as this function 
is necessary to the bank’s power to 
receive deposits from member banks. 
Bl items not covered by the present ¢ol- 


lection system the board takes Governor 
Strong to mean coupons, and the like, 
and the board holds such collections to 
be within the powers of Federal Reserve 
banks, 

The board also holds that Federal Re- 
serve banks may collect items drawn 





on non-member banks, thouzh not for 
immediate credit as the non-member 
banks could not, under the law, have 
a ‘deposit with the Federal Reserve 
bank. The credit cannot be entered 
until. the collection is made. 

The board does not find any authority 
express or implied under which a Fed- 
eral Reserve bank can execute “orders 
for securities on behalf of a member 
bank. The board suggests however, 
that the Federal Reserve bank receiv- 
ing such an order might forward to a 
broker with the request that he con- 
firm the transaction directly. The Fed- 
eral Reserve banks must not execute 
these orders on a commission basis or 
profit from them. 

While there is no provision in the law 
expressly permitting a Federal Reserve 
bank to act as agent for member banks 
in~ purchasing commercial paper, the 
board holds that a Federal Reserve bank 
may buy: bills of exchange of the 


| eligible kinds and maturities and sell 


them to member banks under a previous 
agreement. Promissory notes are not 
included in this ruling. 

‘“‘Tne board desires to emphasize, in 
dealing with this question,’’ says the 


Reserve Bulletin, ‘* the fact that the task 
of advising and purchasing paper for 
member banks will involve a moral re- 
sponsibility which must not be under- 
estimated. Difficulties will arise; paper 


turn out to be bad, or it might happen 
that the Bank Examiner might criticise 
paper bought by the Federal Reserve 
Bank, or which has been bought upon 


a Federal Reserve Bank. However, it 
may be possible to find a mode of ac- 
commodating the banks, and the object 
might be achieved by the banks simply 
acting as intermédiaries in the matter, 
turning over the information as received 
from others to the member banks, and, 
when purchasing paper, forwarding the 
same with the letter of the broker 
through whom it has been purchased, 
the letter being addressed direct to the 
purchasing member bank. Federal Re- 
serve Banks should not indorse paper 
to their member banks or turn over pa- 
per which they had previously bought. 
They should act distinctly only as inter- 
mediaries in the matter, without taking 
any responsibility or appearing as con- 
tractors.’

NAMES FLYING BOAT 
FOR NAVAL MILITIA 


Gov, Whitman’s Little Daughter 
Stands Sponsor for the 
oN. No. — 


MANY NOTED MEN PRESENT 


Governor. and Wise Wood Make 
Pieds for Preparédness—Craft 
Flies to Battery and Back. 


With the assistance of Miss Olive 
Whitman, the six-year-old daughter of 
Governor Charles S. Whitman, the First 
Battalion of the New York Naval Militia 
received yesterday its first hydrodero- 
plane from. the ‘National Aeroplane 
Fund, té which it was given by Glenn H. 
Curtiss, the aeroplane ‘ manufacturer 
and former aviator. Many of the high- 
est officers of the National Guard and 
Navgl Militia attended the cerenfonies, 
as well as officers of the regular army 
and navy, including Major Gen. Leon- 
ard Wood and‘ Admiral Usher. The 
Governor was attended by his staff. 

The vernor’s party arrived shortly 
after 2 o’clock in the afternoon and 
went aboard the frigate Granite State, 
at the foot of West Ninety-sixth Street, 
which is the headquarters of Battalion 1 
of the New York Naval Militia. On’the 
pier, near the bow of the old hulk, the 
new \ hydroaeroplane glistening with 
fresh varnish and tuned up to the min- 
ute, was waiting, decked with flags. 

On reaching the main deck of. the 
Granite State the Governor was wel- 
comed by Commander Charles L. Poor. 
The entire battalion was drawn up, and 
after an inspection, during which the 
band of the Twenty-third Regiment 
played and each company of the bat- 
talion saluted the Governor, the party 
went to the Commander’s cabin, where 
there was a reception. 


The Governor’s Address. 


After this the sailors marched ashore 
and drew up in double ranks, through 
which the Governor’s party passed to 
their seats on the pier, facing the hydro- 
aeroplane. Commander Poor introduced 
the Governor, who said: 

“I hope that the advance in arma- 
ment is not going to stop with this one 
hydroaeroplane, and I feel that this is 
the pioneer of a great fleet that will 
soon be marshaled for the defenses of 
our shores. I must offer the deepest 
thanks to the National Aeroplane Fund, 
to the Aero Club of. America, which 
created this fund, and to Glenn H. Cur- 
tiss, through whose generosity we are 
able to accept this splendid flying boat. 

‘*‘ While it is not possible to man the 
battleships of the nation with the naval 
militia, still it will be possible, and 
more than probable, that the militia 
will man the flying corps of the navy. 
We cannot man the battleships and bat- 
tle cruisers, but we can man the aero- 
planes, and this plane is the first of the 
fleets to come which, will be manned 
by our naval militia. 

“I fully realize the importance of the 
national preparedness movement. I am 
strongly in favor of safeguarding our 
country. e must be prepared to de- 
fend American institutions, American 
liberty, and American civilization The 
only way to do this is to have a suffi- 
cient armament, and as this gift of the 
National Aeroplane Fund is ‘the. irst 
step in that. direction I am doubly 
pleased to accept it 2, , behalf of the 
oe hse Naval Militi 

A... Wise Wood then spoke in 
behalf Oe the National Aeroplane Fund’ 
and the eAro Club.of America ,and also 
dwelt on preparedness and criticised the 
naval increase plan recently proposed 
by the Secretary of the Navy. After re- 
viewing the history of flying, during 
which he paid a tribute to A. Santos- 
Dumont, the Brazilian aviator, who was 
a pioneer in the science, he said: 


Wise Wood Pleads for Readiness. 

“Commander Poor, I have been asked 
to present you with this seaplane, the 
first aeril craft to enter your branch 
of our naval] service. But before com- 
pleting my task I feel it my duty to 
say to you, to your officers and men, 
a few words. upon a very serious sub- 


ject. Waffen some of you entered this 
service you may have come lightly, in 
the spirit of sport. That was as it 
should have been then. But the world 
is in a different mod now; the things 
to which we held fact; as to the life 
line of civilization, have been swept 
away; fair words that were spoken in 
promise and cherished in faith have 
been translated into the sinister lan- 
guage of denial and war; your own 
peop'e have already shed their innocent 
blod on behalf of that ‘ necessity’ 
which places might above right, while 
in the unmisiakeable language of ac- 
tion you have been put upon notice that 
he who would survive among nations 

must be prepared to defend himself, not 
féebly but with success.’
